BCS Student Heads to Nationals 

The Story of V th Former, Paul Morrison 

Paul Morrison capped off an exceptional cross-country 
season with a very respectable 115 th place showing in 
the Junior Nationals which were held in Montreal on 
November 25 th . What made this Fifth Former's perfor- 
mance even more impressive was the fact that he was com- 
peting in the under- 19 category. 

Paul was born in Newfoundland and began his running 
career at Gander Junior High. He joined BCS last year and 
in his first season finished fourth in the Regionals and thir- 
ty-first in the Provincials. This past summer Paul competed 
in many 5K races in Chatham, Ontario, where he now 
resides with his family. He won every event in which he 
competed and was in fine form for the 1995 cross-country 
season. 

Paul set his sights on finishing this season as one of the 
top three in the province, yet quickly realised that first was 
well within his reach. He competed in seven races in which 
he left the field behind. This year's accomplishments 
included the setting of a new school record for the annual 
BCS Cross-Country Run and the Provincial title as the top 
runner in Quebec in his category. 

It was a tremendous season for Paul and his success con- 
tributed immensely to the Athletic programme at BCS. 

Science

The Science department continues to be a hive of activi- 
ty this year. Students in Form II to V are all involved in 
required science courses and a large proportion of Form VI 
and VII students have also elected to continue in these 
areas. Increasingly computers are being integrated into the 
curriculum within the classroom as more software is being 
developed and greater numbers of students are involved in 
both group and individual research activities. The depart- 
ment has recently been connected to the Internet and access 
has been made available to students who are involved in 
environmental issues. 

This year is particularly exciting as four new teachers 
have become active in the Science programme. Andrew 
Blair, who is also Houseparent of Chapman House, has 
joined the Science department in a full-time capacity teach- 
ing Chemistry and Physical Science and Mike Mooney, 



Houseparent in Smith House, is offering a very popular 
optional course in Introduction to Technology. In addition, 
Andrea Bartnikas, a BCS Alumna, is responsible for two 
classes, Physical Science and Human Biology, while 
Nancy Layton, Head of the School, is also teaching a 
Human Biology class. Experienced teachers in the depart- 
ment have also had the opportunity to guide and mentor 
three student teachers from Bishop's University and the 
University of Waterloo for varying periods in their classes 
this term. 

The presence of so many energetic and interesting new 
teachers has been a wonderful stimulus for the entire 
Science programme. Students and faculty alike are working 
hard, exchanging ideas and sharing suggestions, and truly 
enjoying all the new developments in the department.

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Mush Morehouse long on wisdom and stories

LENNOXVILLE — Hockey fans who wish 
to take a trip down memory lane need go no 
further than the Bishop's College School Arena 
in Lennoxville. There, one will find Frank 
(Mush) Morehouse putting the final touches to a 
new sheet of ice or sharpening skates for an 
eager youngster ready to try out that glistening 
fresh surface. 

With very little prodding, Mush spins yarns of 
his playing days in the senior leagues of New 
Brunswick, Ontario and Quebec. Names of old 
hockey stars from the past when the boys played 
for the love of the game and the pride of win- 
ning roll off his tongue like silk. Mclntyre, 
Carnegie, Demers, McDougall, and others that 
made the big time such as Harvey, McNeil, 
Plante, Gadsby, Poile and many others too 
numerous to mention here. 

Times were tough when Morehouse was 
growing up during the Depression days in 
Fredericton, N.B. He played hockey in the 
streets and didn't learn to skate until his thir- 
teenth year when a neighbor gave him a pair of 
girl's figure skates. 

"They were those white high-heeled skates," 
he told me in a recent interview at the BCS 
arena in Lennoxville. "I sure took a lot of rib- 
bing over that but I learned to skate on them. 
The next year I bought a second-hand pair of 
hockey skates for $3.75 and spent hours practic- 
ing my turns on the St. John River." 

Have hockey stick, will travel 

He began his hockey career in his hometown 
of Fredericton, where in 1937-38 he and school 
chum Manny Mclntyre helped lead the Capitols 
to their first New Brunswick title. That summer 
the arena burnt down, and after being rejected 
by the armed forces, he ended up in the 
Northern Ontario town of Schumacher where he 
lived with the parents of New York Ranger star 
Dean Prentice. 

In 1941-42, Mush and Mclntyre played with 
Buffalo Ankerite, a mining company in 
Timmins. Mclntyre played on a line with Herbie 
and Ossie Carnegie and this was believed to be 
the first negro line in hockey history. All three, 
along with Mush, played for the Sherbrooke St. 
Francis hockey club five years down the road 
and following that played for a year together in 
France for the Paris Racing Club. 

In 1942-43, he moved on to Toronto where he 
played for three years in the OHA Senior circuit 
under retired Leaf rearguard Red Horner. He 
also played double-headers two nights a week in 
an outlaw league against the likes of Bill 
Gadsby, Bud Poile and Billy Taylor. 

It was here that Mush and his linemates were 
scouted by former Hab Johnny Gagnon, who at 



that time was a scout for the Providence Reds. 
They were invited to training camp in 
Shawingan Falls. Mush stayed in Shawingan 
that winter and played for their team in the 
Quebec Senior Hockey League. Some of his 
opponents in this circuit included Doug Harvey, 
Gerry McNeil and Floyd Curry, all of whom 
later went on to star with the Montreal 
Canadiens. 

The following season, school chum Mclntyre 
phoned Mush and asked him to come and play 
in Sherbrooke. 

"I thought I would go there for one year," said 
Mush. "And here it is 50 years later and I'm still 
here." 

The winter of 1948, Mush went to Paris to 
play for Le Racing Club de Paris, a team made 
up mostly of Canadians. That was an Olympic 
year and the Paris Club played the RCAF Flyers 
who were representing Canada in the Olympics. 
Mush scored three goals in that matchup as the 
Paris club came away with a 5-3 win over the 
future gold medal winners. 

He returned home and played in the Eastern 
Townships Intermediate League with Magog 
and Richmond where he helped the Flyers to a 
league title. 

Refereeing lands job at BCS 

Mush began refereeing games in 1950 and 
moved up the ladder fast. "I was referee-in- 
chief for quite a long time," he said. One of his 
protege's was Marcel Vaillancourt, who grew 
up in Ayer's Cliff. "At one time Marcel and I 
had 40 referees under us," said Mush. "The first 
game that Marcel worked in Coaticook he got 
$2.50 for. After that he worked his way up to 
one of the top three referees in Canada and 
worked the World Hockey Championships." 

Mush first came to BCS when he started ref- 
ereeing games there in 1955. As referee-in-chief 
he was always on the lookout for fresh talent. 
He found some at that school. "Sam Abbott 
was one of my pupils," he said. "I took him and 
started him out in that intermediate 'A' league 
in Waterloo. That was his first venture and what 
a wild, wild night. Sam never forgot that one." 

His coaching career started during the Fifties 
when he coached the Maroons to the 
Sherbrooke Junior League Championship. He 
spent one winter in Rock Island with the Jets 
and then in the early sixties he took over the 
helm at Bishop's University. 

"Bishops hadn't won a game in 10 years 
when I took over," he said. "We didn't win the 
first year but showed a lot of improvement in 
the second half. The second year we finished 
second and in my third year we were third. One 
of my great little hockey players there was 



Norman Webster. He was a gritty little player 
and one of my prize guys. I depended on him a 
lot." 

As if the hockey business wasn't enough to 
keep this man busy, he started working as a har- 
ness racing judge. 

"I worked as a judge at the race track for 15 
years. The people who introduced me to this 
were Ken Gale of Ayer's Cliff and Lyn 
McDougall, my old hockey mate. We were at 
their place for dinner one night and they said 
let's go to the races. I got the bug right off. I 
started at the bottom as a patrol judge and finally 
ended up as a presiding judge. I used to work as 
an associate judge at Blue Bonnets, Three Rivers 
and Quebec. I also went to work at Rideau 
Carleton for a couple of weeks to replace some- 
one there that was on vacation. The manager 
there was a chap by the name of Monroe who I 
had played hockey against in Toronto. Des 
Smith, who I played hockey with in Shawinigan, 
was the announcer and the presiding judge was 
Black Jack Stewart who was a big hockey star 
with the Detroit Red Wings. After the races we 
would go into Mr. Monroe's office and spend the 
evening shooting the guff about the old times." 

Still taking an interest at the rink 

He is near retirement now but still spends 
about two days a week at the BCS rink. You 
will find him there on Sunday mornings and 
during the BCS Crusader home games. He 
encourages them from the sidelines and is quick 
to call them over for a few words of wisdom 
when he sees a player out of position or one who 
has made an obvious blunder. 

And if the boys in the purple and white really 
want to improve their game they just have to sit 
and listen to Mush spin them a few yarns about 
what to look for on that sparkling sheet of ice.

John Alexander Kenny (1916-1942) 



About one half hour's drive this side of Ottawa on the 
Quebec side of the river, there's a town called 
Buckingham. This town has for years been dominated by 
the James Maclaren Company Ltd. - originally a lumber 
mill, now a hydro plant and producer of forestry products. 
The Maclaren family was virtually responsible for the 
development of Buckingham. 

In 1906, Robert M. Kenny became General Manager and 
in the following years, he married Maclaren's daughter, 
Jessie, fathered seven children and by the time of his death 
in 1945, had become the company president. 

The fourth of their seven children was John Alexander 
Kenny. 

John lived in Buckingham and spent his summer holi- 
days at the family cottage on nearby McGregor Lake. He 
was the oldest son and throughout his childhood, he had an 
interest in things military. His best friend between the age 
of 10 and 14 was Strome Galloway, now the author of 5 
books on the war having spent 29 years in the services. 
They shared their obsession with the military, borrowing 
each other's books on the heros of the First War, setting up 
mock battles with lead soldiers on Mr. Kenny's pool table, 
playing soldier with wooden rifles and hand-me-down uni- 
forms; in fact, Col. Galloway remembers that John had 
such a fascination with the Highland regiments that he per- 
suaded his mother to make tartan kilts for them. 

I asked Col. Galloway if this level of interest in the mili- 
tary was normal for that time; he thought not - that, yes, 
boys sought adventure, and yes, the adventure in those days 
pertained to war, but that their fascination was extreme. 

In 1929, John Kenny came to the Prep School at BCS. 
He was not quite 13 years old. 

His six years on this campus were good years - years of 
accomplishment. He was a boxing champion, a gymnastics 
champion, a goalie in hockey and a football player. He was 
a librarian, an actor, and in his final year, he was a Prefect 
and the Commanding Officer of the Cadet Corps. 

So positive was his time at BCS and so enthusiastic was 
he about it that his younger brother, Charlie, caught the 
bug. In 1932, when John was starting his fourth year, 
Charlie accompanied his family down to Lennoxville for 
Thanksgiving week-end. When he saw how happy John 
was, he insisted on staying even though he was only ten 
years old.

Upon graduating from BCS, John lived in Montreal 
where he worked at the Bank of Nova Scotia, played hock- 
ey for McCall-Frontenac and joined the Black Watch - get- 
ting now a kilt for real. 

He still spent time in Buckingham and there he devel- 
oped a relationship with Ida Cressy who had been at King's 
Hall when John was at BCS. In the late 30s, they started a 
courtship and on April 22 nd , 1940, they were married. 

War had broken out in Europe, and John's commitment 
to the Black Watch increased. Almost immediately after 
their wedding, he left for England. It took Ida two months 
to pull enough strings to be allowed to follow him. She 
sailed on the Duchess of Richmond on the 22 nd of June. For 
just under three months, they lived together, first in the 
north of England in a village called Catrick Bridge, and 
then in the south in Aldershot. Here, Ida boarded with an 
English lady, worked as a volunteer in the canteen at the 
Catholic Soldiers' Club and saw her husband when she 
could. 

For his part, John trained and trained; he took every 
opportunity afforded him to be with his bride, but all too 
often, he was confined to barracks. The threat of the 
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German invasion was upon 
them and time and again, the 
enemy dropped their bombs 
much too close. 

By mid-September, John 
could tolerate no longer the 
danger to Ida and asked her to 
book passage back to Canada. 
She did not want to go, but 
agreed to be fatalistic about it. 
She would go to London to see 
if there was a way home, and 
if not, she would stay. This she 
did, and found passage on the 
following day - September 
22 nd - five months to the day 
since their wedding. She sailed 
on the Duchess of Richmond — 
the same ship that had brought 
her over in the spring. 

She returned to Bucking- 
ham; she worked for James 
Maclaren Company Ltd. 

She never saw her husband 
again. 

Weeks slipped into months 
and months into years. She 

worried about her husband, but it was wartime, and she felt 
that she was more fortunate than many. 

Meanwhile, John went on with his training. He was 
transferred from the Black Watch to a special intelligence 
unit but it was not until August 1942, almost two years 
after his wife had returned to Canada, that he saw action - 
his first action. It was the famous battle of Dieppe. 

When asked how she thought he would have felt, Ida's 
answer was immediate: "Oh, he loved the military; he 
would have been pleased he was going." She added, "When 
you're young, nothing's going to happen to you, you 
know...." 

A textbook on Canadian history reports the events at 
Dieppe this way: 

Since 1940, the Germans had fortified the French coast 
with the Atlantic Wall. At Dieppe, this fortification was on a 
cliff overlooking the beach. Barbed wire entanglements, con- 
crete pill-boxes, coastal guns and artillery emplacements had 
been installed. When at dawn of August 19, 1942, the

Canadians attempted a landing on the beach, they were under 
fire from the heavily defended enemy positions. Many of the 
assault troops never landed - they were blown up on their 
landing craft by shore batteries. Those who did manage to get 
on shore were under constant fire, and many were killed 
before they ever reached the fortifications. Some of the troops 
penetrated one or two miles inland, only to be driven back. 

Of the 6,000 men who took part in the raid, 5,000 were 
Canadians, and of these, 900 were killed, 500 wounded and 
2,000 were taken prisoners. 

Canada paid a frightful price during the few morning hours 
of August 19, 1942. 

John was in command of his own small advanced unit of 
six men. They landed north of Dieppe at a place called 
Pourville and wasted no time in moving several miles 
inland. They paused for a moment in a clump of trees and 
almost immediately were hit by mortar fire. All were badly 
wounded. 

At this point, and for a very long time, there was no trace

of John. He was listed as 
"missing after Dieppe". 

In those days, BCS pub- 
lished two magazines a year, 
and during the war there were 
lists of Old Boys who were 
serving their country or of 
those who had lost their lives 
in that service. In the 
Christmas 1942 Magazine, 
John Alexander Kenny was 
listed as "missing after 
Dieppe". In the Midsummer 
'43 edition, again "missing 
after Dieppe"; Christmas '43, 
"missing after Dieppe"; 
Midsummer '44, "missing after 
Dieppe"; Christmas '44, 
"missing after Dieppe"; 
Midsummer '45, over two and 
a half years later, "missing 
after Dieppe - presumed dead." 

What those years were like for John's parents, I cannot 
imagine. 

His father was a man of wealth and influence, and he did 
what he could to learn what had happened to his son, but 
the answers were few and far between. Mr. Kenny died in 
1945 knowing no more about his son's fate other than that 
he was "presumed dead". There has never been an official 
word. 

Those years for Ida were filled with anxiety. 
Among other memories, she recalls one night in August 
of 1942, she awoke with an inexplicable searing pain in her 
stomach. 

Later she calculated that it had been before dawn on 
August 19. 

Shortly after Dieppe, she received a letter to say that 
John was missing. Her reaction to this was to go off by her- 
self, to go to the cottage on McGregor Lake, but this was 
prevented by the family who worried that she was having a 
breakdown. 

She joined the Women's Royal Naval Reserves (known 
as the WRENs) as an instructor. She was stationed first in 
what is now Cambridge, Ontario, and after that in Halifax 
and Sydney. She immersed herself in her work, hoping 



against hope, believing against the odds, that John had been 
captured. Not every prisoner-of-war was accounted for by 
the enemy; she believed that John was one of those. 

In Sydney, she became friends with a certain lady and 
she told this lady all about John and about the uncertainty 
of his fate. Late in 1944, this lady phoned to say that Ida 
had better come over right away. When she arrived, she 
was introduced to her friend's brother, a padre who had 
been on the beach at Dieppe. He had seen John, badly 
wounded, lying on a wall, waiting for transport to safety. 
They had talked. Then the padre saw John boarded on a 
landing craft and taken out to sea. 

The craft sustained a direct hit and went down. All 
aboard were drowned. 

John's wound, sustained early in the morning French 
time - before dawn in Canada - had been in the stomach. ... 

In a moment, you will hear read the names of 127 boys 
and three Masters - all of whom lost their lives serving our 
country - fighting for the ideals that they had been taught 
here in this, our school. For each name on that list there is a 
story. And each story touched others who suffered loss - 
the loss of a son, the loss of a brother, the loss of a husband. 

This was the story of just one of those people - John 
Alexander Kenny - J.A. Kenny. 

His is one of the names you will hear read this morning. 

He is one of the people we are here to remember.

Tori Cowans 

On Saturday, January 13, there was a 
very special service held in St. Martin's 
Chapel. It was a memorial service to cele- 
brate the life of Tori Cowans (BCS '82) who 
died in early December, 1995, after a 
lengthy illness. 

The centre section of the chapel was 
filled with family and friends - many of 
whom were at BCS with Tori or with her 
brother, Chris (BCS '81). 

The service was conducted by both BCS 
Chaplain, Trish Peacock, and former teacher 
and houseparent, Ron Owen. The eulogy 



was shared between Tori's father, John 
(BCS '54) and Chris. In his part of the 
address, John remembered that during his 
years as Headmaster ('72-' 82) he would tell 
our students to take special note of the win- 
dow on their way down the stairs. That win- 
dow pictured St. Martin slicing his cloak in 
two in order that a beggar might be clothed. 
This service to others symbolised something 
that we at BCS strive to instill in our stu- 
dents; this is typical of the way Tori had led 
her life - as a nurse, as a sister, as a daugh- 
ter, as a wife. How fitting it was, he said, 
that this memorial be held in our school 
chapel - where Tori was baptised in 1965 
and confirmed in 1977. 

In his part of the address, Chris thanked 
everyone for the caring support that had 
been shown his family, not simply by the 
cards, letters and phone calls they had 
received, but also by everyone who had 
come to Lennoxville from near and far for 
the service. 

A time like this is a time for family. BCS 
was honoured that Tori's family reached out 
to include their school.
